Egypt announced yesterday

Egypt's Premier Mustafa Khalil 
last night said that he asked U.S. Am- 
bassador to Cafro Hermann ἘΠῚ to 
provide him with the official text of 
the resolutions the Israel cabinet 
adopted yesterday. Khalil was 
quoted by Catro radio as saying that 
Egypt would decide its moves in the 
Nght of those decisions ‘‘and 
statements" — presumably made by 
Premier Menahem Segin.

Israel, Egypt 
now closer to 
signing—U. S.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. yester- 
day welcomed Israel's decision to 
accept almost all of an earlier U.S.- 
introduced Israeli- -Egyptian draft 
peace treaty. 

“We welcome the decision of the 
Israe! cabinet today to accept all but 
one element of the treaty package 
we presented to them,” a U.S. State 
Department spokesman, George 
Sherman, said at a news conference. 

Sherman said the ed issue 
involved the proposed Israeli- 
Egyptian "joint letter" explaining 
the relationship between the actual 
treaty and the broader Camp David 
“framework” agreement calling for 
a Palestinian self-governing authori- 
ty on the ‘West Bank and Gaza. 

“We will now be in touch with the 
Egyptian government about its posi- 
tion and wil] be consulting both 
governments about further steps," 
he said. 

U.S. officials are convinced that 
the decision has given the Egyptians 
enough leeway to continue the 
negotiations, even though the 
cabinet rejected an Egyptian 
Proposal for a specific timetable 
regarding the implementation of the 
West Bank-Gaza autonomy scheme. 

The informed thinking here is:that 
the Israeli and Egyptian positions on 
this crucial issue have moved closer 


together recently, and that some sort 
of fair solution can be found during 
the days ahead. The feeling here is 
that the December 17 deadline for 
signing the peace treaty, imposed at 
Camp David, will be met. 

Last Saturday night, President 
Jimmy Carter telephoned Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin urging 
him to approve the U.S.-introeduced 
compromise draft treaty package in- 
eluding an acconpanying letter on 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

Sherman disclosed that Begin 
telephoned Carter shortly after the 
cabinet meeting yesterday to ex- 
plain the decision. They spoke for 
about 20 minutes, the spokesman 
said. 

In an interview published yester- 
day in “The Atlanta Constitution," 
Carter said that he had called Begin 
to say that “1 understood his 


problem, I sympathized with him . 


and I wished him well in his political 
challenges at home.”” 

The Israel cabinet approved the 
U.S. compromise draft, including a 
controversial preamble rejected 
only, a few weeks ago.

This commitment 
waa to be contained in a letter ac- 
companying the treaty, in which both 
parties will pledge to pursue their 
commitments under the Camp David 
“Framework for Peace” regarding 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

But senior officials stressed after 
yesterday's cabinet that, While 
Israel refused to tie itself to the 30- 
day deadline, in practice it fully in- 
tended to begin the autonomy talks 
with Egypt immediately after the 
peace treaty is signed and ratified — 
probably well before 30 days elapse. 

(The rejection of the specific 80- 
day deadline had been a condition 
imposed by the NRP Knesset faction 
on Monday for its ministers’ support 


- of the cabinet decision.) 


Jerusalem now hopes that Cairo 
will follow suit and approve the trea- 
ty, and reciprocate the Israeli waiver 
of certain of its earlier objections.

According to one informed source, 
premier Begin reportedly decided 
that he had to wind up the Absorption 
Ministry, and give Levy something 
else instead.

them industry, too. He said Herut 
must get the industry portfolio. 

A source close to Premier Begin 
said it was true that Herut looked as 
though it was getting the short end of 
the stick once again, if it had to make 
do with communications and 
transport. 

The Liberal and Herut wings are 
expected to convene on Thursday 
and thrash out the reshuffle. 

When one of Begin’s aides was ask- 
ed why the Liberals were getting ἃ 
juicy plum in the form of the in 
dustry portfolio, in addition to the 
treasury, he said the reason was 
“pressure.'"' This answer was um 
derstood as mieaning that the 
Liberals were demanding repay- 
ment in full for their assistance to 
Begin with the Camp David accords 
and the peace negotiations. Of all 
three wings in the Likud, the 
Liberals had been the most loyal.

Reports from Liberal Party 
ministers and sources close to the 
prime minister yesterday said that

IOC president Yitzhak Ofek told 
The Jerusalem Post. last night that 
Israel would have nothing to do with 
the compromise proposal, drafted at 
an Asian Games Federation council 
meeting in Bangkok last week when 
the exclusion of Israeli sportsmen 
from the gathering was confirmed — 
allegedly for ‘security reasons." __ 

The suggestion was that, in lieu of 
sportsmen, Israel's three AGF coun- 
cil members would be officially in- 
vited to “show the flag’’ at the 
games’ opening and closing 
ceremonies.

Court told of rape of minor 
in Rosh Ha’ayin synagogue. 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Two groups of 
young men from Rosh Ha’ayin are 
on trial for sexually assaulting 
young girls — in one case inside a 
synagogue — with the help of a 17- 
year-old girl intermediary known as 
“the Fox."

Another strange sidelight was 
revealed by Jones’ San Francisco 
physician and a writer who visited 
Jonestown last August — the cult 
leader was seriously ill and believed 
himself terminally ili. The doctor 
would not specify the disease. 

Rhodes gave this account of what 


. happened on Saturday: 


Jones called the members of the 
colony to the assembly hall by 
loudspeaker, telling them The time’ 
has come for us to meet in another 
Place." 

The people filled the hall, which 
had ne side walls, and spilied out into 
the yard around it. Armed 
were stationed around the crowd. 

The settlement doctor, Lawrence 


. Schacht, 30, of Houston, Texas and 


two nurses brought in a large 
stainless-steel vat which they filled 
with poisoned Kool-Aid. They began 
ladling it out, spooning it or squirting 
it inte the mouths of babies and fill- 
ing paper cups which the adults 
brought up. 

One woman who balked was 
shouted down by other members of 
the cult. She drank her dose. 

After the people drank they went 
into convulsions. Their eyes rolled 
up. They had difficulty breathing, 
and they died after about five 
minutes. 

Rhodes said he escaped when the 
doctor requested ἃ stethoscope, and 
he volunteered to get-it. Instead of 
returning. he said he hid in the woods 
and did not see the end of the 
ceremony or the death of Jones, or 
whether the doctor himself died.

WASHINGTON. — “Suicide was in- 
grained in hia philosophy,'’ one 
former member of Rev. Jim Jones’ 

People's Temple said this week. 

Everyone who joined not only 
entered into a suicide pact, but fre- 
quently rehearsed the morbid act 
with Jones, according to the ex- 
member of the ip yeareld cult which 
was founded in California. 

Thus, when they committed the 
maas suicide at their jingle camp in 
Guyana, the followers of Jones did 
just what he had programmed 
them to do — they died for his brand 
of socialism. 

Jones constantly used fear of 
violent death or persecution as a tool 
to hold his band of ex-cona, drug ad- 
dicts, misfits and lost souls into a 
cohesive, almost military congrega- 
tion, 

A master manipulator, Jones fre- 
quently used public beatings and pep 
talks to impress upon his followers 
the fact that the U.S. was on the. 
verge of a fascist take-over and antt- 
black race war. 

When some 1,200 of his followers 

went to the jungie in South America, 
he told them they were entering “‘the 
promised land,"’ according to a 
relative of one who went. 
* A close relative of 71-year-old 
Shall Farris from San Francisco 
said Farris “was under some kind of 
hypnosis. He just picked up and left 
his wife of 40 years — and never talk- 
ed to her again."

Egypt’s bumper cotton crop will 


CAIRO (AP). — Egypt has had a 
bumper cotton crop season this year 
— 8,320,000 kantars of long staple 
cotton, Agriculture Minister 
Mahmoud Dawoud sald Saturday. 
The yleld was 158,325. kantars over 
. last year's, he said, meaning an ad- 
ditional .£40m. (about $50m.) in in- 
come from cotton sales this year. 
. The per-acre yield this season was 
6.84 kantars of cotton, compared 
with 5.6 kantars last year. The in- 
crease of 1.24 kantara, or 22.1 per 
cent, was the highest in 15 years, 
Dawoud said. : 

The total crop is expected to earn 
Egypt about $380m. in aggregate in- 
come this year, market experts 
predict. . 

Egypt is the world's largest 
producer of extra long staple cotton. 

Last year Egypt cut off its exports 
of cotton to the Soviet Union and 
Czechoslovakia after Moscow had 
refused to reschedule Egypt's 
military debts and criticized Presi- 
dent Sadat's peace overtures with 


-net it an additional $50m. this year 


Israel. 

Under a cotton-for-arms barter 
arrangement, Egypt used to sell the 
bulk of its catton crop to the Soviet 
Union and Czechoslovakia every 
year between 1956 and 1977. 

In the late 19603, Egyptian officials 
complained that their cotton was be- 
ing remarketed by the Soviets in 
Western European countries at 
higher prices than Moscow was 
originally paying Cairo under the 
barter deal. 

The Egyptians then demanded 2 
free hand In marketing their own 
cotton in Europe and the Far East, 
promising to pay the Soviets for 
arms in hard currencies rather than 
in cotton, The demand waa refused 
at the time. 

Egypt will have to turn to western 
and Japanese markets to sell its cot- 
ton this year. But in view of the 
Mynited capacity of these markets to 
take up vast quantities of this type of 
cotton, sources here expect a price 
@rop for the specialized product. 


$2.5m. modernisation of Dagon silo

A Knesset committee this week 

urged that the Hadera electric power

The committee is a joint unit of the 
Interior and Environmental, 
and Economic, Committees of the 
Bouse. The body was formed early 
this year to deal with a motion for 
the agenda (on pollution of 
agricultural produce) tabled by 
Michael Dekel of the Likud. 

Noting that the Hadera facility 
would eventually produce 1,400 
megawatts of electricity, Dekel urg- 
ed provisions for ample pollution 
monitoring and contro] equipment 
“*to ensure that crops in the Hadera 
region’ are not damaged by coal 
pollution.”" 

The joint committee heard 
testimony of the Ministries of 
Energy. Interfor, Agriculture and 
Health; also of the Israel Electric 
Corporation, university research in- 
stitutes and the Environmental! 
Protection Service. 

After hearing these represen- 


tatives, the joint committee 
recommended that: 
¢ The Treasury allocate funds for 
the construction of a sophisticated 
Pollution monitoring system for the 
Radera power plant. 
© The Electric Corporation be 
liable for third-party damages (to 
agricultural crops) resulting direct- 
ly or indirectly from operation of the 
power plant. 
* The Electric Corporation es- 
tablish a special “crop damage 
fund.'" Contributions to the fund 
would be made on a per-ton basis of . 
the coal used. 
* Coal imported for use at Hadera 
should be of low sulphur content. 
* Coal dust distributign should be 
kept to a minimum at the coal 
storage silos. 
“ The burnt coal should not be 
buried, but disposed of by recycling. 
The joint committee said failure to 
contro! coal pollution at Hadera 
could adversely affect 390,000 


eggs a year and 17,000 tons of turkey 
meat that are produced in the region 
in a given 12-month period. 


Worldwide boom in air tourism

TEL AVIV, — Tourism continues to 
gain in importance as a major ele- 
ment in international trade. Accor- 
ding to details revealed at the recent 
annual general meeting of the Inter- 
national Air Transport Association 
(IATA) in Geneva, over 240 million 
Mmternational arrivals were 
registered in 1977, an increase of 12 
per cent over the previous year, In 
ali, the air traveliers spent upwards 

of $50b. 

Although revenues showed an in- 
crease of 14.1 per cent last year, the 
scheduled airlines net operating 
profits were only some 5.9 per cent of 
total revenue — before taxes and in- 
terest payments. 


In the coming eight years, the 
scheduled airlines will require some 
$83b. from externa) sources for the 
purchase of new aircraft. 


Internationa] load factors of 59 per 
cent were the highest ever achieved 
in the past ten years. Outstanding 
was the high 68.6 per cent average 
recorded last year by El Al. 


With inflation rates averaging in 
excess of seven per cent in the 
developed countries and up to 30 per 
cent in the less developed nations, 
the world airlines are facing a rise in 
operating costs of 5.4 per cent next 
year. Apart from the possible rise in 
fuel costs, it is foreseen that a fare 
increase of some nine per cent for 
the coming year is unavoidable.
